times as they were grown to ſo many Companies, or Troops of

© Aeclotes brought the Study thereof to Rome, being ſent to the 
© Senate by King Atralu:, between the firſt a1 d third Carthaginian * 
© War, about or a little befere the Death of Eanime, Pul.Virg.

In the time of the Sax Heptarchy Auſtin the Monk, with 02- 

thers, came from Rome into this Nation, and brought the Faith and 
School Education of Papal Reme, received from Ethnick Rome, to + 
among the Saxons; {o that many Prophane, Obſcene, Lafcivious, 
Corrupting and Depravipg Authors came into our Schools, -which 
are yet continued, notwithſtanding, the Endeayours and Attempts 
of many to eradicatethe ſame. - | | 

- Seigebert, King of the Eaſt- Angles, of the Romiſh Faith, ha- 
vying learned in Frazce the manner of their Schools,tranſlated from 
Athens to Rome, and from Rome to Paris by Charles the Great, 
made Cambridge an Univerlity, about the Year 63c. The LeCtures 
there were begun by four Monks: Fryar Ode read Grammer z, Te- 
ricus read Ariftetle*s Logiek; Fryar Witiam read Rhetorick; Fryar 
Giflebert read Divinity to thera On Swndays and Saints: days, fo

About the Year 668. by meanes of Theedere, a learned Greekilh 
Monk of Tarſws, whom Pope Fitalian had ordained Bilhop of Can- 
zerbury, the Greckand Latin Tongue, with other Liberal Arts, as 
Arithmetick, Mnſick, Aſtronomy, &Cc. began firſt to flouriſh among 
the Saxons, faith Melton, 

About the Year 895. King Alferd, through the Perſwaſion of 
Monk Neorws, made Oxford a publick Univerſity, and appointed 
Maintenance for the Profefſors of Learning there, Geer. L:lize in 
C bron. Brit. | 

Further, I ſay, that if all Heatbeniſh, Obſcene, Laſcivions and 
Unprofitable Books were decryed, whoſe tendency is ts Deprave, 
Spoil, Corrupt and Debzugf Youth, and all Honeſt, Uſeful and 
P: ofitable Books were*faithfully tranſlated into Explifb, the Latin 
Trade need not be ſo magnified, which ſome Honeſt and Wiſe in 
their Day had in their thoughts. But in as much as the learning of 
L2nguages are uſeful for the Management of Forreign Tranſati- 
ors, Negotiaticns and Correſpondence with other Nations, 'as 
before, 1 ſpeak not againſt the ſame, ner againſt Grammer, con- 
tributing to the attainment thereof, only I give my judgment as fol- 
loweth; anddo wik : 

1. That Grammers were not ſe tedious, finding that the great 
heaps of Rules, Exceptions, Criticiſms and Nicities therein are a 
diſcouragement to many, and purſued by others, as the only Ne- 
ccffaries, Sound, Uſeful, Solid and Profitable Matter , being inthe + 
mean time negleted,the Cemmeats cf Grams:arians(faith AZ.Fab. 
Orintilian Inſtitut. lib. 1. ) are fo iſtuited with Impediments and 
' Hindrances, as that they are ſcarce well uxderftoos of the Compo- 
ſers; *tis a Rule of knowing Hebriciavs, 259407 709% Do 
1912917 57172 NED that is, Let a Man always teach his Schol- 
lars in a ſhort way. Further, Foſſizs ſaith in hs Grammer, That the 
great beap of Rules are tery hurtful to Children. | 

2. It bcirg that Grammer conſiſts of Rules and Examples, I 
could with that all Examples therein were Sound and Savoury, thac 
inreading thereof, nothing but what ſavours of, and encourages 
to a virtuous courſe of Living, might be inſtilled into the Reader; 
how preciqus were it if their Souls, like Gideons Fleece, did drink 
up betime the pearly Dew of Divine Grace, and Heaven-bred Wiſ- 
dom.

Many in their day bore Teſtimony againſt Pagan Philoſophy, 
Philoſophers and Logicians; among many, one Ram, born in 
France, Maſter of Arts, was much aſperlſed by the Sorborne Do- 
fors, who accuſed bim of Hercfie in Philoſophy, as an Heretical 
Fhiloſopker, for that he being but Young, durſt take ypon him'to 
\ correct Arifoile, the Prince of Philoſephers, the great Rule of 

Univerſities. This Raryw#s publiſhed a Logick ( received in the 
moſt Reformed ates XS. and Ariſtotle rejefted) with ſome 
Animadvertions upon 4riftetle : - He was the Kings Profeſſor of 
Logick in Paris, Dean of the whole Univerſity, where he remain- 
ed uil the Maflacree at Paris, where many Thonſands of the Pro- 
teftants periſhed by the Papifts, who (becauſe of Remw his Love,ta 
Prot:ſtants, and Teſtimony againſt Ariſtotle) ran him thorow, and 
being halt Dead, threw himout of his Window, cut off his Head, 
dragged his Body about the Streets, in the Channels, and ſome 
young Schollrs were encouraged, by their Tutors, te whip it in a 
moſt contemptuous manner, and at laſt caſt it into the River Seix, 
in the Year 1572.
